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TH Bank of Montreal Building in 

Toronto is designed to accommodate 
the main Toronto branch of the bank, the 
offices of the assistant general manager and 
superintendent for Ontario and twelve 
floors of office space for tenants. The site 
is the north-west corner of King- and Bay- 
streets. Construction of the new building 
was started in 1939, but had been carried 
only to grade (i.e. ground floor) with the 
steel frame to the third-floor level when, 
17 daysafter the declaration of war, it was 
decided to suspend operations because of 
the anticipated need for manpower and 
materials. Work was resumed on actual 
construction in 1946, but shortages in 
manpower and materials and the reduced 
efficiency of labour have resulted in much 
slower progress than would have been 
possible under pre-war conditions. 


The building consists of sixteen storeys 
above grade, rising to a height of 231 ft., 
and three floors below grade with the lowest 
or boiler-room floor at a depth of 39 ft. 
over a portion of the area. 


After the long interruption due to the 
war, and on reconsideration of the whole 
problem, in the light of development of 
ideas by owner and architect, it was decided 
to make some substantial changes in the 
design. These consisted primarily of 
moving the four main elevators from about 
the middle of the east front to near the 
south-west corner ; making the principal 
set-backs at the third-floor level on the 
east and west faces instead of on the north 
and south; a second set-back at the four- 
teenth floor; and a completely new 
architectural treatment of the facades.

The heaviest blocks are the lintols over the

8 ft. long, 3 ft. 14 in. deep: and over 3 ft. 
thick, and weigh about 74 tons. 


Structural Design.—The principal 
structural elements consist of a riveted steel 
frame supported on steel slabs and grillages, 
in some cases resting directly on concrete 
footings on bed rock and in others on 
concrete piers carried down to rock; 
reinforced concrete enclosing walls up to 
grade; walls of Queenston limestone 
above grade backed up with brick; floors 
and roofs of reinforced Haydite concrete 
joists carried on steel primary beams: 
partitions of terra-cotta tile enclosing all 
stair and elevator wells and lavatories, and 
gypsum partitions for minor subdivisions. 
Open web steel joists were used in the 
mezzanine of the side aisles below the 
second floor, and for roof support in the 
pent houses to reduce dead load. No 
cantilever construction was required in the 
footings, as the foundation conditions were 
so good that it was possible to make the 
supports practically concentric with the 
loads in all cases. Much use has been 
m made of sculpture.

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REMODELLING OF PRINCES RESTAURANT, GREAT YARMOUTH

7= PROBLEM here was to 
provide a new front to an 
existing restaurant. The existing 
front consisted of two separate 
projecting bay windows with entrance 
doors in the centre as seen in the 
accompanying photograph. The 
owner required these to be taken out 
and a continuous front put in with 
one entrance door and vestibule. 

The question of cost was an im- 
portant factor, and in order to keep 
within the licence figure, it was 
decided to provide a brick front 
with plate-glass windows and adopt 
a form of construction which could 
be carried out by a local builder, 
thus avoiding employing specialist 
contractors on the job. 

The front wall is constructed in 
Tuckers 2-in. Tudor facings with 
piers in the same bricks supporting 
a steel channel taking the weight of 
the existing bay windows to the first 
and second floors. The bricks to the 
stall-board were laid as_ soldier 
courses up to the cill level. They 
form the front of continuous flower 
boxes constructed on the inside of 
the restaurant’ below the window 
level. The cill is in precast con- 
crete with a cream ‘“ Cullamix ”’ 
finish. The window frames are in 
3 in. by 2 in. timber. The continu- 
ous blind box is formed in timber 
and bolted to the back of the steel 


channel. The fascia letters are con- 
structed of laminated plywood, 
painted finish, and fixed with bolts 
and distance pieces to the brick- 
work behind. The vertical sign is 
constructed with a framed core 1} in. 
thick, faced with external grade 
plywood and let into a 6 in. by 4 in. 
wooden post supported by 3 in. by 
3 in. angle stay at the bottom and 
a 1 in. diameter horizontal stay 
at the top. The letters are in 
laminated plywood on raised ply- 
wood discs. 

The new front is the first stage re-

LAURENCE KING AND IAN  PICKEN,

HE outer shell of this Swedish house at St. Albans is 

made of prefabricated timber panels which are lined inside 
with aluminium foil backed plasterboard. The panels 
contain the insulation material when they arrive and the 
insulation value of the finished wall is 0.18. The partition 
walls are also based on prefabricated panels and are lined 
with plasterboard. There is a brick party wall, a concrete 
raft foundation and tiled roof. All roof timbers, stairs, 
The rear elevation etc., are pre-cut and numbered and lettered for easy assembly. 
Window frames are delivered fitted in the appropriate 
panels. The house is of English design by Messrs. Laurence 
King and Ian Picken, F. and A.R.I.B.A. It is designed 
especially for local authority housing and the plan and 
specification have been approved by the Ministry of Health; 
it is also considered by them to be a traditional type of house, 
One of the houses erected at St. Albans is a show house and 
open for inspection at all times. The price of the house will 
be competitive with other houses of both traditional and 
prefabricated construction. Rydan Houses, Ltd., 11-12, 
West Smithfield, E.C.1, who have developed this project, R 
are at present working on plans for a terrace of four houses 
and also for a single house for sale to individual buyers. 
This latter will be a house which can te erected by the 
client’s own builder.
